AGRICULTURAL. 

Work for tho Month. 

Autumn ploughing may now be commenced 
with spirit, and continued until the ground 
becomes scverly frozen with the winter's 
frost. Clay soils arc benefited to a inuch 
greater degree bv exposure to the action of 
Into frosts than those of a sandy quality,— 
This is the proper period for experimenting 
in deep ploughing, and none should be satisfied 
with the long established habit of merely skim- 
ming the surface some three or four inches deep 
when there is a probability that by ploughing 
three or four inches deeper, their crops might 
he greatly increased. A few trials by each 
farmer even upon a small scale, would more 
effectually change public opinion on this point 
than any thing either of an argumenta! or 
experimental nature that we may have lo 
advance; therefore we hope that the friend* 
of Canadian agricultural improvement will lo«e 
no tune in making a gradation of experiments 
in deep-ploughing upon a scale that will upon 
the next sown crop finally settle this long dis- 
cussed topic. When land is intended to be 
brought into a fine and very superior state of 
cultivation, it may be ploughed very early in 
the autumn, and subsequently harrowed two or 
three times, and just before tbe closing in of 
winter, is may be cro^s- ploughed, by raftering 
or ribbing, ai it is usually termed ; the rafters 
or ribs should be about two feat from centre 
to centre. This mode of winler-ploughiri" 
exposes a large surface lo the action of the 
winter's frosl, whereby the most *tubborn soils 
may be converted inlo a light friable mould. 
The system of raftering may with advantage 
be practiced, if the laud be pretty free from 
couch-grass, with only one furrow. . 

Tin* is a favourable mouth for droining low 
lands, and in all cases where the cultivator's 
means will admit of the outlay, this branch of 
labour should be attended to, even at the sac- 
rifice of many little jobs that are desirable 
should -be performed this month. When under 
drains are made, they should be constructed 
at least thirty inches in depth ; and if the 
limber or material employed be of a durable 
nalurc, such drains will prove effective in keep- 
ping the laud dry for fifty years. 

Firewood for winter's use may now be 
chopped and piled ready for drawing, by the 
commencement of winter. 
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As Mr. Carlingford was very rich, and had 
resolved to settle in the vicinity of Boston, he 
took a largo house upon Nahant and made his 
fair daughter, Anna, its mistress, not forget- 
ting however, to make Peter Gray the poor 
fisherman who had sared her from destruction, 
comparatively independently for life.

Immense Nattural Bee-Hive. 

In a enrern on the right band of the Colara- 
do, about seven miles from Austin, there is an 
immense Hive of wild bees, which U one of 
the interesting curiosities in that section. — 
The entrance of this cavern is situated in a ledge 
of limestone, forming a high cliff which rises 
ahno>t perpindicularly from the river hank to 
the height of about one hundred and fifty feet 
from the waters edge. This cliff fronts partly 
on a small stream named Uiil creek. The 
mouth of the cavern is about ten feet from ihe 
lop of the cliff. In a warm day a dark stream 
of bees may be constantly seen windingj out 
from the cavern like a long dark wreath of 
smoke. Tbe stream often appears one or two 
feet in diameter near the cliff and gradually 
spreads out like a fan, growing thinner and 
thinner at a distance from the cavern, until it 
disappears. The number of bees in this cav- 
ern must be incalculably great — probably 
greater than the number in a thousand or ten 
thousand ordinary hives.

same state many years previous to the setlle-

The bens dnubtles occupy many of these lat- 
eral chambers, and it is probable tbat new 
swarms annually find new chambers to occupy 
and thus they are prevented from going off to 
a distance in search of hives. Some of the 
neighboring settlers have repeatedly, by blast- 
ing the rocks, opened a passage into some of 
these chambers, and procured by iluv means 
many hunredd pounds of honey. 

IJui the main deposits are situated too deep 
in the ledge to be reached without great diffi- 
culty, and perhaps danger. A company was 
formed at Austin, a few years since, for ihe 
purpose of exploring the cavern and reruoring 
the honey j but some untoward event prevent- 
ed the accomplishment of ihe undertaking.— 
It was estimated Dint there are many tons of 
honey and wax in ihis immense hive, and, if its 
treasures could be extracted readily, they would 
doubtless be found far more valuable than the 
contents of any gold or silver mine that adven- 
turers have been speaking of for jears in that 

section. — Texas Telegraph.

Yesterday Hi* excellency the Governor Gen- 
eral ai rived' in Toronto. His Kxcelluncy was 
accompanied from Niagara by his Private Sec- 
retary, Oliphant Esq. ; Ihe Hon. I\ Hiucksj 

Sir Cu>ac Roney; Hon. J. Willsun &o. &c.— 
Tho Authorilics of the University, iho Mew 
bers of the M^chnnics Institute, thu several 
National Societies, and Ihe Fire brigade purpo- 
sed joining ihe Corporation in procession and 
receiving his Kxeelloncy upon landing at the 
wharf, bul owing lo his Lordihip having arrived 
an hour before tho expected lime, tho above 
bodies were not present in the order, intended. 
The bell from the St. Lawrence Hall, howevor, 
having announced lhat ihe Pcorles — in which 
vessel His Excellency was conveyed from 
Niagara— waa in sight ill-: citizens mustered in 
great number* upon the wharf.
